DEMANDED 


Judiciary Committee Calls on 


Congress to Unseat Com­ 


merce Court Judge 


DECLARES THAT HE HAS 
PROSTITUTED HIS OFFICE 


Evidence Shows That He Re- 


- ceived Share of Profits in 


Various Deals 


W ASHINGTON. Ju ly 8.—A formal 
demand that Judge Archbald of the 
Commerce Court be 
impeached 
for 
“misbehavior, high crimes and mis­ 
demeanors,” was made in the House 
today by the 
Judiciary 
committee 
which 
declared 
that 
Archbald’s 
“sense of moral responsibility 
had 
become deadened, and that be bra 
prostituted bls high office for person­ 
al profits.” 
Thirteen articles 
of impeachment 
were presented in the resolution of­ 
fered. The committee’s report, filed 
supplementary 
to these 
demands, 
bristled with denunciation of Judge 
Archbald. 
After reviewing the alleged (fennec- 
tion of Judge Archbald with the culm 
deposit transactions In Pennsylvania, 
the report says: 
’The testimony further shows that 
in order to influence the officers of 
the coal companies which are 
sub­ 
sidiary to the railroads, Judge Arch­ 
bald repeatedly sought the Influence 
of railroad officials to enter into con­ 
tracts with his associates for the ben­ 
efit of him self and associates. 
The 
testimony falls to disclose any case 
where Judge Archbald Invested his 
own money In these deals but shows 
that he used hts personal Influence aa 
a Judge In consideration of which he 
received his share in property of the 
profits of the deals.” 
The report summed up the case, 
saying that Archbald “grossly abused 
the proprieties of Me 
position 
as 
Judge.” 
It concludes: “ The conduct 
of this Judge Ie exceedingly reprehen­ 
sible, and In marked contrast with Hie 
high sense of Judicial ethic# and pro­ 
bity, generally characterising the fed- 
era! Judiciary. 
He has violated the 
conditione upon which he holds bls 
commission and should be 
removed 
by Impeachment.”

Dangers of Spitting 
"Nlnety-flve per cent of our 
con­ 
sumption,’’ says the North Carolina 
State Board of Health, "comes from 
careless spitting, coughing and sneez­ 
ing." particularly on the part of the 
consumptive, but also from 
people 
who are apparently healthy. 
"Spit is 
frequently laden with deadly disease 
germs, particularly that of consump­ 
tives. 
"When one coughs, spits, or sneezes. 
a great multitude of tiny 
drops 
of 
spittle are violently expelled from the 
mouth and nose. The largest pf these 
drops can be readily seen. 
A large 
number of smaller droplets can be 
found if a mirror or piece of glass is 
held before the face when coughing or 
sneeslng. 
A tremendous quantity of 
still smaller droplets are discharged 
in the form of an invisible apray or 
mist, which floats about in the sir 
for some time. 
Scientists have found 
that when a man coughs, 
spits, 
or 
sneezes in a large hall or room where 
the sir I* quiet, these tiny, invisible 
germ-laden droplets will float in the 
air for a distance of 25 to IOO feet. 
These tiny droplets, in the form of 
mist or spray, may be breathed in by 
other people, or they may settle on 
objects with which they come into in­ 
timate contact, such as food and cloth­ 
ing. 
Viewed in this light, such con­ 
duct is at least 
impolite. 
Further­ 
more, it is dangerous to the public at 
large to have careless people actually 
coughing, sneezing and spitting germ­ 
laden matter into their faces even if 
it Is invisible and in the form of fine 
mist."

Must be of Sufficient Speed to 
Keep Pace or Precede the 
Battleship Fleet 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—The navy, 
according to plans of Copt Washing­ 
ton I. Chambers, in charge of aerial 
fleets, will have a "hangar a wa," a 
parent raft for aeroplane*, balloons 
and kites. 
Captain Chambers has flied a re­ 
port that such a hangar ship is nec­ 
essary to teat the efficiency of air­ 
craft 
The first hangar ship, it la pro­ 
posed. shall be of sise, cruising ra­ 
dius and speed sufficient to maintain 
its place with a battleship fleet or a 
fast scout cruiser squadron. The idea 
is that aeroplanes may he used far in 
advance of the actual fighting units, 
In which esse they should be carried 
on a vessel attached to the scouts, 
rather than the real fighters. Great 
speed will be necessary. 
For a Clear Upper Desk 
It Is proposed that the hangar ship 
shall be an oil burner with turbine 
engines. Instead of having any pro 
jections above its topmost deck, it 
la planned to have thla, deck clear of 
obstruction. 
The hangar 
strap 
is 
to 
be 
equipped with long booms, 
so that 
hydroplanes may be swung overboard 
and started 
from the water and 
picked up again on their return. This 
will require a 60-foot boom. 
Hereafter ail naval aeroplanes of 
the 
hydroplane 
type are 
to

equipped wlu special devices 
and 
slings, whereby they may be lifted 
from and to the deck of the hangar 
ship. These slings will be made of 
cable passing through eyebolts fas­ 
tened in the machines.
